New Mode of 


A French scientist has lately intro- 


duced a process for the engraving of de- 
signs on •vjjspod, leather or similar ma- 
terials by means of i\ pencil or tool, the 
point of which ia constantly at red heat. 
After a series of experiments with hot 
irons ar.rl platinum wire heated by elec- 
tricity, a special tool was finally devised 
by the inventor of this process, which 
renders tha operation extremely simple. 


The tool in question is another applica- 


tion of tha cautery instrument used by 
surgeons. Tho paacil has a wooden han- 
dle upon which is mounted a small plat- 
inum tuho with a fine point. Two sepa- 
rate receptacles communicate with the | 
tool by means of a rubber tube: one of | 
these contains a hydro-carbon, such as 
alcohol, benzine or \vood spirit, and the 
other contains compressed air. 


A constant flow of tho hydro-carbon 


vapor is maintained at the point of the 
tool, which is thereby kept ia a state of 
intense heat. Both receptacles are pro- 
vided with regulating apparatus, by 
which tho supply of ink can bo adjusted 
or cut off, as desired. The operation of 
tracing designs on wood work and leather 
is thus simplified to the utmost possible 
extent. A tracing of the desijjn is made 
on the article to bo ornamented, and any 
degree of relief is instantly effected, very 
littlo skiil on the part ot the operator 
being required. Tho new process will be 
of the greatest service to bookbinders, 
carpenters and others, as well ns afford- 
ing a ready means of labeling cases, 
barrels, etc.—New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

43 
lain., 23 dejjs. 3 mm., separating Penn- 
sylvania 
from 
Maryland.

drawn by two distinguished English 
surveyors, Charles Mason and Jere- 
miah Dixon, who began their work in 
17G3 and finished it in 1707. The line 
U laarlvC*! by stones set at intervals of 
five miles, each having the arras of Lord 
Baltimore engraved xipon cmo side and 
those- of the Peun family upon the other. 
Besides these large stones set to mark 
each fifth mile, smaller stones were set 
at the end of each mile, these having a 
large P engraved upon one side • and the 
lutter M on the other—these intended as 
initial letters of Pennsylvania and Mary- 
laud. 


All of these stones were engraved in 


England. The Mason and Dixon line 
was not the line separating the free and 
tho slave States. 
The line bettled on in 


the compromise of ISCO w;u 33 degs. 30 
min. 
Tho Mason and Dixon line, as 


shown above, runs along the parallel of 
CO degs.
